Minutes of the meeting held on Monday, 7th March, 1977 
in the Green Hut. 


Minutes of the last meeting were read and approved. 
Apologies for absence were received from Mr. Jervis. 

Matters arising from the Minutes:- 

1) Re: the new building at H & H, it was pointed out that 
the white pegs are not necessarily the building lines but 
may well be level markers. 

2) The question of caravans will be held over until next 
month. 

3) Re: the housing at Appletrees, it was pointed out that 
the Parish Council are also worried about the buildings 
being close to the Drift and they will be keeping a 
watchful eye on the situation. 

4) Dogs. It was reported that the situation has improved. 

Treasurer's Report: The Treasurer reported that funds are 
down to £150. However, some revenue is coming in from 
advertising. 

Membership: The membership drive will commence in earnest 
later this month, as soon as the cards have been printed. 

Parish Council Report: Our representative reported that 
most points, were covered in the Bar Hill News report. 
However, he reported that the Council refused planning 
permission for some housing on Fairways. The bus shelter 
will be erected some time in March. A lot of discussion 
took place about the flagpoles. The Committee agreed to 
write to the Parish Council on the subject of the flagpole 
controversy. It was generally agreed that too much time 
is being wasted on this unimportant matter. A member of the 
public who was present stated that he likes the flagpoles 
but w T ishes that they could be put back nearer the Hotel so 
that they do not appear to belong to the Village itself. 

The Committee agreed to ask the Council whether it would 
be possible to publish their reasons why plans are not 
passed, as it is generally felt that the Council's motives 
are sometimes misconstrued. 

Amenities Report: The Committee were brought up to date 
on the progress of the Village Hall Complex. The next 
step to be taken is the setting up of a Management 
Committee. 


Tenth Anniversary Report: The Committee was brought up 
to date on the progress of the planned May celebrations. 

Mr. Rich commented on behalf of the Developers on the 
response from the Industrial Area to the proposed 
supplement in the Cambridge Evening News. Mrs. Wood is 
pursuing the matter of printed T-shirts. Mr. Tyler is 
unable to organise our Hot Dog Stand and Mr. Price 
offered to take over thi3 task. Mr. Edwards offered to 
organise the Tug-o'-War competition and it was agreed 
that the area should be divided and apportioned among 
Committee members to deliver invitations for the teams 
for the Tug-o 1 -V r ar. . 

Bar Hill News: The Committee received Mrs. Littlefair's 
resignation from the Committee'with regret. Mrs. Wood 
agreed to type the News from the May edition onwards, 
but is in need of a back-up team. The costing of the 
News was discussed and it was agreed to try to obtain 
more advertising and to offer all organisations up to 
three-quarters of a page of copy free and thereafter to 
charge at advertising rates for extra lengthy copy. It 
was also suggested that we ask regular contributors for 
a donation towards the cost of production, as the News 
is costed on a twelve-page issue and has for some months 
been running at double that. It was decided to run a 
childrens' competition to design a front cover. 

Information Booklet: Mr. Edwards offered to collate the 
relevant information for this year's copy. 

Amenities of the Village: Concern was expressed about the 
Village Green and what is proposed to be put there. It 
was hoped that as and when funds became available, more 
sports would be catered for. 

Any Other Business; The Committee decided to approach the 
School with a view to conducting the next meeting there. 

A Ford car is being improperly parked in the Foxhollow 
area and Hollytrees area. Action will be taken. 

It appears that someone is phoning residents who have had 
problems with wooden window frames with a view to selling 
double glazing. Action is to be taken. 

Dogs: it is hoped that this subject is now closed. We 
understand that some people have been hurt and upset by 
the article in last month's News. This was not the intention 
at all and if you feel strongly about the article or this 
matter in general, please phone either Mr. Brunning or.

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PARISH COUNCIL NOTES. 


1. Elm trees: in Acorn Avenue and Almond Grove. These 
splendid trees are near the end of their lives. They 
overhang bungalows and possibly their roots may give 
rise to problems in nearby bungalows. We. are advised that 
Dutch Elm Disease is almost certain to afflict these trees 
in the next year or so, thus very regretfully the Council 
has agreed to the felling of the trees. 

2. Education: The Parish Council has the right to appoint 
Managers for local schools. For the Community Primary School 
the three appointees are Mr. Terry Barnes of 24 Gladeside, 

Mr. Mark Pettit of 28 Acorn Avenue and Mrs. Celia Lindsay 

of 59 Foxhollow. For Swavesey Village College, Mr. Rodney 
Dale of 16 Almond Grove is the appointee. If you wish to 
consult the full list of managers, it is available at the 
School. There are detailed rules concerning the role of 
the Managers, and these can be summarised as, "...Managers 
should be able to act as a channel of communication between 
residents and the college/school.... and exercise a degree 
of local control over colleges and schools which are 
centrally administered by a large authority..." 

3. Residential freeholds; will be for sale to leasehold 
owners at a price between £35 and £55, plus costs of 
between £15 and £20. Because documentation has to be agreed, 
not least with the Land Registry, and agreement reached with 
the High Court, it will be the autumn of this year before 
the whole package' can be available. 

4. Maintenances, due 30.4.77: Please contact us, preferably 
in writing, if you have any query on unpaid maintenance 
contributions due under the terms of your lease agreement. 

If no communication is received by the 30th April, 1977, 
the collection of remaining outstanding debts will be 
passed out of the village to a Debt Collection agency. 

Please help us to avoid such action either by paying your 
debt or by sending us details of your query. DO NOT ASSUME 
THAT COMMENTS/LETTERS SENT TO EAR HILL DEVELOPMENTS IN 
EARLIER YEARS HAVE BEEN PASSED ON TO THE PARISH COUNCIL. 
Finally, as so many people have cleared their'debts, the 
Council must in equity to all residents arrange collection 
of the remaining debts. 

5. Planning: A seperate- note-is printed further oh in 
this issue giving details of the Parish Council involvement. 
Tesco has started to submit plans for advertising signs to 
the store and petrol station. So far the Council thinks 

the signs are reasonable, except for an illuminated "Tesco" 
sign on the store facing the Health Centre and Church. No 
objections have been raised to front porches for two houses 
in Gladeside. HH Electronic has amended its phase 2 
building application and hopes to build closer to Cambridge 
Consultants rather than next to Patrick Stephens. The 
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Council welcomed this application, provided that definite 
car parking arrangements will be provided. 

6. County Council Elections: The closing date for * 
nominations to the Cambs. County Council is 13th April. 

7* Maintenance: If you have a suggestion to make, please 
contact any member of the Council or myself. However, roads, 
iootpaths and street lights are not our responsibility, but 
we will pass on complaints about these matters to the 
County Surveyor.

CAMBRIDGESHIRE STRUCTURE PLAN. 

(Prom a letter to the County Planning Officer.) 


The main policy of the Consultation Report is for growth 
to take place in a few centres, of which Bar Hill would be 
one, rather than a more naturalway throughout the whole of 
the sub-area. Although I would prefer to see growth take 
place on a more piece-meal basis throughout the sub-area 
and especially within the City of Cambridge, I am aware of 
the current.policy of restricting growth within the City, 
although I believe that given the choice, more people would 
live within the City boundary than in outlying ..villages. 

Tha i/ said, I will concentrate on the two proposed strategies 
as it is likely that these are really the only two options ’ 
being offered for discussion. 

Car parking and public transport. The report proposes a 
reduction in the use of private parking space in central 
Cambridge to the minimum needed and to the introduction of 
park-and-ride or park-and-cycle facilities. I have not 
attempted to undertake a survey of Bar Hill commuting 
habits, but it is certainly my view that a very high 
percentage commute to Cambridge each day and that the 
majority travel by car, due to inadequate public transport. 



Any reduction in car parking facilities in the City will 
cause much inconvenience and the introduction of park-and- 
ride facilities will increase journey-to-work time for 
travellers from the outlying villages. A subsidised.half- 
hourly (or better) bus service from Bar Hill at peak times 
would help reduce the pressure on car-parking in the City, 
and I believe would have beneficial social and economic 
consequences for the village. 

Shopping facilities. With the opening of a large 'Super¬ 
store' later this year, Bar Hill should retain much of its 
food-spending which is at present 'exported' to Cambridge. 
However, much of the population will probably continue to 
shop for non-food items in Cambridge. The Report discusses 
various alternatives for the future development of sub¬ 
regional shopping and I would like to suggest that the 
advantages of a major redevelopment at Pitzroy Burleigh 
outweigh all others. Apart from the opportunity to relieve 
the histroic centre, I believe it vitally important for 
Cambridge to attract the sort of national department stores 
which are found in other cities. There are some groups of 
housewives in Bar Hill who at present organise shopping 
expeditions to places like Bedford, Stevenage and Watford 
to purchase goods at nationally known department stores. 
Similar arrangements are known in other villages with the 
consequent loss of income for the sub-area. 

Development at Bar Hill. Of the two strategies proposed, 

I would like to suggest that strategy I is to be preferred 
for the following reasons 

1. Strategy II would lead to excessive traffic demand on 
the A604, further delays to traffic from Willingham and 
Longstanton and congestion at the Crafts Way roundabout. 

2. Strategy II would involve the loss of important 
agricultural land at Bar Hill and its surroundings which 
the county can ill afford; each and every erosion of such 
land in the country should be resisted if only for the sake 
of the country's balance of payments. 

3. Strategy I will not involve additional public 
expenditure whereas two immediate consequences of Strategy 

II are a major extension of the Utton Drove Sewage Works 
and at least one new secondary school over and above that 
required under Strategy I. 

4. The character of Bar Hill under strategy II would 
change from that of a village to a small town in an 
extremely short period, ^part from probably depressing the 
housing market in the village, the sense of community 
which has developed would almost certainly disappear. The 
inconvenience of such a large building programme as in 
Strategy II would almost certainly be resented by many 
residents after the last few years of appearing to live on 
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an ever-extending building site as a consequence of each 
new phase of development in the village. 

5. I would like to express the hope that whatever final 
strategy is adopted, that sympathetic consideration will 
be given to the provision of larger housing units within 
Ear Hill. At present many people find Bar Hill a pleasant 
place in which to live, but there is a need for larger 
houses both for the practical purpose of housing large 
families and to add character to the village. If Bar Hill 
is to develop properly it must be able to offer a full 
range of housing and not just the medium and smaller type 
of units. I would also hope that any public housing which 
might be contemplated for Bar Hill would be integrated 
and not form a seperate identifiable 'estate' within the 
community„ 

Finally, I must add that I believe the observations on 
transport and shopping are applicable to whichever strategy 
is adopted or even if neither comes to fruition. 

If there are any points needing clarification arising from 
the views expressed above, I shall be happy to explain 
these further, if required.

CYCLE RACING ROUND PERIMETER ROAD (2 races. 


For those not familiar with the cycling events, I should 
like to briefly explain what happens - all the competitors 
must belong to the British Cycle Federation, who issue 
each with a licence authorising them to race (the BCF have 
strict rules of racing which must be complied with) and 
then they are categorised into three groups according to 
their previous performances of 1st, 2nd and 3rd categories. 


The first race, to be held on the Sunday morning, is for 
3rd category riders and Juniors (who must have a licence 
but are not categorised until they are 18). 1'he second 
.race, to be held in the afternoon, is longer and is for 
1st and 2nd category riders. To be graded for the 1st 
category a rider must have had recent high placings in 
other cycle events, and if any rider is unfortunate 
enough to lose form for a season he is down-graded to 
the next category below - so there is considerable 
enthusiasm amongst the riders to be upgraded, or at least 
to hold onto their category if they are 1st or 2nd cats. 
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The first six placings in each event count towards category 
grading and these will have their licences signed by the 
chief commi3saire, and after qualifying, the respective 
placings will have their categories upgraded. The race officials 
consist of a chief coramissaire, who i3 responsible for the 
racing and can stop the race if the rules are broken - ah 
assistant commissairo - and three judges, all of whom are 
appointed BCF officials. 

The roads are not closed officially to traffic, but as the 
race is preceded by a lead car with flashing lights etc., a 
warning is given that the riders are approaching - and we 
hope that with the co-operation of other road users taking a 
little care that the result will be safety for all. 

Cycle racing is an athletic event and the speeds are not fast 
in terms of motorised traffic, but there are times and parts 
of the circuit where speeds in excess of 40mph could be reached, 
so we would ask everyone to please be careful where children 
and pets are concerned on the perimeter road. 

The finish will be near the industrial estate on the uphill 
gradient, for if there is a bunch finish, this will tend to 
divide them up and slow the finishing speeds down. The object 
of the racing during the events is to break away with-a-working 
group of ideally 4-6 riders, and many attacks will be observed 
to attain them, but then there are others who will have 
different ideas and will be out to break up any such attack. 

The most activity will be on the hill at the back of the 
circuit, for this is the ideal place for instigating such 
attacks to either get away or pull back an already attacking 
group. .... .. 

Travelling around the 30mph mark a cyclist in front offers 
considerable wind protection to those behind, and as everyone 
is anxious to save as mush energy as -possible nobody wants to 
be in front until a break group is formed, and then many work 
in turn (bit and bit) until they _are^brought back, and if no- 
one works because there are~some sitters in amongst them, then 
the break slowly creeps away and problems arise as to the next 
moves. Possibly if a rider has a fellow club friend in a break 
away he will do his utmost to slow the following bunch down, 
to the annoyance of everyone else who is willing to work up 
front, but does not wish to carry a non-working rider, who 
will then have the advantage at the finish, when he will be 
fresh for the final sprint home. So the whole event is one of 
moves and counter-moves, until the final lap, when there will 
be a jockeying for position for the sprint to the line if it 
is a bunch, or a desperate bid to link up with a possible 
break away group. 




Cycling is unlike athletics, where everyone goes from the 
starting gun, owing to the tremendous advantage of pacing 
another rider it is a. question of enticing your opponents 
up front for them to provide you with shelter, hence it is 
a question of planning and counter-moves during the whole 
race. 

I look forward to some exciting riding and hope that everyone 
watching will try to understand the moves and so enjoy the 
racing to the full,.too.

District Council (SCDC), a notice with brief details of 
the application is posted on the Mall notice board. 

3. Anyone can inspect copies of planning applications, at 
reasonable hours, at 28 Acorn Avenue, Bar Hill. (Tel: 

CH 80400), Alternatively you may inspect applications 
at South Cambs. Hall, 8 Hills Road, Cambridge. 

4. THE DECISION ON THE APPLICATION IS MADE BY THE DISTRICT 
COUNCIL. The SCDC will take account of the views of the 
consultees, such as the County Surveyor, The Water 
Authority, The Dept, of Transport and the Parish Council. 

5. The Parish Council's views and comments are not binding 
on the SCDC, but as the local views they are important 
to the SCDC. 

6. If you wish to influence a decision,..yo.u . can send.^your--- 
comments'"!©''the"'S'CDC’or to the Parish Council. In addition 
you can amke your comments to your Local District 
Councillors, who attend the decision-making meetings of 
the SCDC.
